they measure iDportant social concerns associated with quality 
of life auch as health, education^ employment, income, leisure* 
public safety > environment^ and housing in Carroll County* 
Tlie data for most- of th^se indicators are presented for several 
points i?> time ^iO that changes that have occurred can be^ 
discovered* 

This sociaj. report resulted from interaction among Researchers 
and decision makers*. However, the^ indicators found i^'the report 
should not be i^erpreted as being "the'' indicators that will 
be uled forever. Constant inC'eractipn between researchers and 
decision niakers i^ necessary to provide the best indicators 
possible. Social reporting should be an evolving process between 
decision makers and researchers.

Dranatlc ch#iages in these basic resources, such as a

Since factors that 
constitute the resource base may affect our <iuality of life, ^ 
decision makers should be avare of the changing conditions 
Involving human» geographical/physical, and economic resources. ^ 
ilierefore, the research staff has identified social indicators 
that measure the resource base > as well as the eijj^ht areas of 
well-being s Many indicators of the resource base will be pre- 
sented in this rtport.

ABOirr THE DATA PRESENTED IN THIS REPORT 

^Deci^io^ ntakers md researchers alike have often argued 
that bettt>r use shou^Id be made of existing data.. Missive amounts 
ol social ,:a:.a are being collected by various agencies and 
organitatl ns* Hovevtr* much of these data are rai^ely organized 
In a usable *'orm for naklng decisions and are rarely made aval^ 
able to "Vieclsion makers and other people .who could use the 
Information* One of the purposei' thie report ia to organize 
u>y; ^oeiaf information th^t d^^oiBion r^^akers ^jn uee 

f-hi^ir aativitieB. 

Rather than collecting new data through surveys > the data 
presented In the report were derived from reports published by 
a wide variety of governmental and private agencies and organic 
zatlons. Securing data from these sources is valuable frdtn 
another perspective: data c^lected by agencies and organize-- 
cions are often likely to be collected on a regularly scheduled 
badis. Many agencies* such as the U.S* Department of Commerce, 
have collected the sane type of data for a number of years* 
This often means that comparable data can be mobilized and 
analysed that cover a span of tim^, rather than for only one 
point In time* 
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Therefore, we have attempted to present o ri |y dat a which 
cover at least two points in tlise so t-hat the reader can view 
the data with an ey^e toward analyzing social change . Hoyever* 
we do present some data for only one time period. Data for 
only one time period has been presented either because it was 
relevant or it was the onl^^v^ata available for a given factor, 
i^lien sore current duta are published by various agencies, these 
data can be merged with the <j|^ta published in***^is report for 
an even more recent evaluation of social change. *^^ls can 
provide an opportunity for publishing updated reports of this 
kind. 



HOW THE DATA ARE PRESENT;ED: TABLE DESIGNS ^ 

The data in this report will be presented in table form, 
and all table^ii have the same b^asic forinat.

Data on percent change 
pennit the reader to see the change in median family income over 
a span of "^Inje. "^"^^e data in I'ahle 1 mav be used for comparative 
purposes. One car view che changes that have taken place in 
Carroll County, as well as compare the changes that have occurred 
in Carroll County to changes at the state level* From this 
perspective ♦ the reader may notice that the gap between the 
median family Income level for Carroll County and Iowa was 
•actually greater In 1970 than in 1J50, • , 

Table Design 2 

Table 2 on page 12 is a more complex version \^f Table 1» 
The focus o& Table 2 is on the number of Aid to Dependent 
Children (ADC) cases. Data are again presented for multiple 
tifee periods^ five consecutive time periods (1971-75) in this 
case* The major change in Table 2 as compared to Table^ 1 >dLs 
the addition of a aultlcounty unit, the nine counties in

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Sxtena ion Region III, of which Carroll County is a part>* The 

total number of ADC cases^ are presieated lor Carroll County, the * 
region as a whole, and the state gL Iowa as a whole. You may 
notice that additional information is also provided for the 
region and the state* • 

,In order to compare the number of ADC cases in Carroll 
County with the region and the state, the reader may wish to 
i^xapect the number of Carroll County s«e8 with the mean county 
value for the rc^^IOi* a^ni state. The r^ean values represent the 
average number of cases per county in the region and tHe state, 
respectively. 

The median (midpoint) county value for the region is also 
presented % The median value is often a more accurate figure 
than the mean, particularly when you are dealing with a small 
number of geographical units ^ as we are here» with only nine 
counties comprising the region. The median may be mor^jTcurate 
than the mean because it is less affected by extreme (very large 
or very sjnall) values. For example, if we wanted to calculate the 
median number of ADC cases for the region, we would rank-order the

No percent change figures are calculated for 
mean county values since these figures change by the same 
percent as c^e aggregate figuresl Calculation , of percent 
change for the ?rean county values would be the same as for 
the aggregate figures within rounalng error. 

Table Design 3*

al ternatives ^ _^ss^tj :he most information value * As an example 
of table design 3, Table 3 Is Identical t^o Table 2 in the 
breadth of time covered (1571-75) and number of governmental 
units considered (Carroll CQwnty, the nine^county Ext-ension Region 
Three, and the state of *Iowa), Ihere are two major dif f eretncea ^ 
however. , 



Table 3 reports the amount of federal and state dollars 
available for county benefit txpenses and admin i^^trative 
expenses associated with distributing benefits. Data in the 
^^^^^ report the total ailjfount' of dollars available for 

the purposes specified. ^ The |otal amount would include local* 
contributions. However^ the k^gUres in parenthesis r^feported 
for each geographical unit by year express the percent of the 
total aiRount of dollars for benefit payments contributed by < 
federal anu stat*- scjrces. For example. 93 •SZ of the dollars 
available to Carroll County in 1971 for benefits, and the 
administrative expenses thereof > ^ame from federal and state 
sources. This figure Incre'ased to 99*3% by 1975* 

Table 3 also contains information beyond percent change 
that can be used for the analysis of social change . As in 
Tables 1 and 2, percent change colimns are presented fn Table 3; 
however^ an additional set of coluinns ar^e included in Table 3 
under the "analysis of social cha n ge" section > We refer vto 
these new figures as '^ chan^e in proportion ." 

Comparative analysis of the percent change and change in 
proportion figures can provide some useful findings. For 
exatople, we find from Table 3 that between 1973 and 1974 the 
amount of dollars provided by federal and state services for 
benefit programs in Carroll County decreased by 23. 5Z, However* 
we can raise another itnporrant Question: Has tbe contribution 
made by federal and state funds to the total amount of funds 
available in Carroll County decreased at the same rate?

^'Change in proportion'* figures make a tnore accurate evalu- 
.^tlon v>f r^ercenc rh.^n^e figures possible. This contribution 
is parcicularlv useful vhcm analyzing budget figures. In a 
time when budgets ofc»*n increase at rapid rates due to infJa- 
r Ion and ether f.ictors* it is not unusual to find a 50% or 
perhaps lOO* increa^se In f he dollars allocated for certain 
services ovt^r a short tifne span. However, one should view 
these figures In proper perspective and ask whether this 
increase in allocation actually means a greater proportion 
of thv total budget is expended for the service or services 
under scrutiny. Analysis of the "change in proportion*', figures 
for the data presented In the report will make chi^ type of 
)udgtnent possible, ^ 

LiyirATlDNS OF THIS REPORT 

The ma^ur liritatlon of the report relates to problems 
associated with data. Three interrelated problems appear sig- 
nificant: 1) the problem of obtaining the most recent data 
possible; the prol^lem of data coroparability; and 3) the 
:?roblerc of nobllizinp data from a vide variety of sources* 
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Mobilizing recent data 

We mentioned that data lor this report were taken 'from a 
variety of public and private sources* These sources include 
reports published by the U,S. Census Bureau and annual reports 
filed by state agencies* The major problem confronted in this 
regar d is that the period of time betveen data collection, pub- 
lication^ and circulation Is often very lengthy . This problem 
is particularly acute when dealing with federal agency reports. 

* Since the process of collecting and publishing data on a , 
regularly scheduled basis can be extreinely expensive, various 
agencies of the federal government often provide important data 
that are rarely colj^^ected on a routine basis by other groups. 
For example, many key variables measuring the social and economic 
characteristics of the population are collected only opce every 
ten years through the decennial census. However^ niost of the 
data colle<:ted In the 1970 census were not widely available 
until 1972. An even more significant question can be raised: 
How useful aVe 1970 data to decision makers in 1977? This 
problem is not reserved to^the general census. For example, 
data for the 1974 U.S. Census of Agriculture ware not available 
until late 1976, and the 1974 report on *'County Business Patterns^ 
for Iowa counties will not be distributed until 1^7 7* 

The above discussion is not an indictment against federal 
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data coUev tlon and prucesslnjj agenclea— ic takes a great a^unt 

ol time to carefully i^repare data for wide distribution. At is 

only meant co alert the reader a serious problem, Decls^ion 

makers should have cht! laost recent data possible at their ^ 

disposal, Unfortunati»l%s the luxury of leaving a variety of 

current data for dacision-making purposes Is, in most cases > . 

unlikely to become a reality for some time to come.

O rganizatlona^iof ten change the definition of variable^ for 
which they collect data . For example, the definition olwhat , 
constitutes a "fafm unit** In 1950 was changed in 1960 by the 
U.S* Census^ Bureau* Consequently, , if one wants to 'know how much 
change has occurred in the number of farm units or in the number 
of rural farm families between 1950 and 1960, ft would not be 
appropriate to compare 1950 with 1960 daj:a If the definitions 
of '*farm unit** are^dif fferent f or ^fhe two ppints In time. 

^^otiier source, of difficulty regarding data comparability 
occurs when data collection agencies redefine variables by merg- 
ing similar variables. For example^ ^ata reported in 1971 on 
^'federal funds for county benefit payments" and "state funds 
for county benefit payments" were merged in 1972 tO' create a . 
new variablc-^-^fedyal and state funds for county benefit pay^ 
, mentsV In the Department of Social Services "Annual Report*" 
rThis again creates problems when one is trying to mobilize 
comparable data over time. 
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One final data comparability problem must be discussed. If 

two or more agencies collect the ''s^sae'' type of data, yne must 

insure that the definiti ons o f th e variables for which. you are 
^ — J — 

seeking data are identical. Otherwise, the 4*ta are not cocipara' - 
ble. For example # suppose one is trying to collect data on 
"taxable payrolls' of industries at the county level"\for two 
^points In time. Data are reported by Agency A involving the 
^amount pf the treble payrolls in 1974, but Agency A will not 
publish data for thi4> variable again until 1979, \n the meantime, 
we discover Agency B also publisftes data on taxable payrolls for 
1975 • At least two definitional questions must be resolved before 
the data can be considered comparable: 1) Do b<>th agencies define 
"taxable payroll" in the same manner^ and 2) Do both agencies 
deri^ their taxable payroll figures from the same industries?^ 

Quit«^obviou8ly , when data are nol^^Q&parable over time, 
the depth and breadth of the data base will suffer as a conse- 
quen<?e* Furthermore, much high"^quality data may have to be 
dropped altogether. 

Data not obtained " ^ 

The reader has probably recognized that a great deal of data 
is required in order to measure quality of life in the way dis-^ 
cussed in this report. Perhaps the reader also realises tYikt fio 
single agency collects and processes all the data needed to mea~ 
sure well-being from the policy perspective we have- ^outlined* in 
this report* This means tha>t the staff had to become acquainted 



with Che types of data provided by a cruiy wide variety of 
agencies and organisations* 

Th« staff has tried to become as knowledgeable aa possible 
regarding what federal > state, and private agencies publish what 
dattf^and how often these data are published. We were ably 
assisted in this search by staff of the ''Government Documents" 
section of the lova State University library. 

However^ there may be sources of very useful data which we 
were not able to locate. For example, we were not able to find 
much data regarding the accessibility (in terms of cost and dis- 
tance) of services, and the degree to which services are utilized 
^by all socioeconomic groups in the population* Such data may be 
very important In analyzing the utilization of the services which 
are offered* In m^any instances » data available for the community 
level were not available for the county level. Therefore^ these 
data coxild not be presented in, the report, Also^ data may be 
available th'^t wouldt be morai approptiat^ Indicators than tHose 
reported fq-t sectio.ns of this report, Thexefore, flyou know of 
such data that we were ^unable to obtain^ we wouixi appre'ciate 
'hearing from you regarding th^ location of these da,ta* 

* h SOURCE OF ADDITIOHiiL ASSISTAHCE 

Obviously the data presented in this report will not satisfy 
all the information needs Carroll* County decision malfcera face. 

Howeveri not all the data mobilited by. the research staff appear 
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in the follwing chapters. A Considerable amount of additional 
data for Carroll County are on file in the project , research 
office in Ames* 

Perhaps you may be faced with the need for social data that 
are similar in kind to the data presented in this report but are 
not specifically published in this volume. If you are confronted 
with this problem » contact your county extension director, Hr» » 
Roland Llckteig* Deacriba to him the kinds of data you need* 
Mr. Lickteig> working with Mr* Clarence Rica (your ragibnal
